On Sunday, May 4th, tbc pro¬ 
hibitionists of the Resign district 
got into the fighting line, organis¬ 
ing themselves along the lines of 
a strong committee representative 
of the district.

To the north of Vulcan 
there was a couple of boors rain no 
Thursday night, but in the Vulcan 
district the rain hardly stayed lettg 
enough to be noticed. Heavy 
clouds, however, continue together 
in the afternoons after bright 
mornings, and the advent of good 
spring rains cannot be far off. 

A report from Loma is to the 
effect that the cutworm has been 
seen there, but its presence is not 
strong enough to be greatly felt. 
Precautions are being taken and 
the pest will, it is hoped, soon be 
in hand. Sa far, this is the onlv 
report of the cutworm in the dis¬ 
trict ^ao littM, if any damage may 
ha looked Inr front this source. 
The cutworm is going to baa factor 
in the cultivation of land, for land 
worked in the fall is nnsuited to 
the breeding of the worm, and 
when thia fact is recognised faffi 
working will be a recognised pro¬ 
ceed ure.

Welshman a Prisoner of War, Sent 
News Easily 

It Is a great advantage to possess 
a knowledga of Welsh. l If you hap¬ 
pen to bs a prisoner of war. Welsh 
prisoners of war In Germany are 
able to notify their friends at home 
more fully of the conditions of prison 
tad Internment camp Ufa than are 
tbelr English colleagues, aad that 
without having recourse to tbe doubt¬ 
ful safeguard of Invisible Ink. A let- 
lev which parsed the Qermaa censor, 
tnd will long be kept aa a family 
•raasuro. contains the following 

“You will be glad to hear news of 
dd friends. Mr. Bwyd (food) Is 
rery bad hero. Mr. Barn (bread) Is 
rery much darker than when you 
saw him. aud Is quite lisrd. 1 never 
•ee Mr Clf (meat), and Mr Ymenyn 
(butter), but seldom, he waa very 
sad. Indeed, he last few times 1 mat 
ulm. 1 used at first to meet Mr. 
Liaeth (milk) every day. but ha has 
aot been here now for some time. 

The words given tn brackets are

feel that success can only be won 
through s general adoption of their 
plan, with a legal authority for put¬ 
ting the clock's hands forward 
What la thus being aimed at In Eng¬ 
land Is being accomplished In Ger¬ 
many. though, perhaps, not from th?

lish movement. Germany finds It 
necessary to economise tn many ways- 
Among the lessons which tha state Is 
enjoining on the people is that they 
must make mofr use of uaylight and 
less use of artlficis* light. Petroleum 
has been largely used In Germany for 
illuminating purposes. But petroleum 
la requlrod for other purposes which 
just now, to the German mind, are 
much omre Important thaw the pro¬ 
duction of light Petroleum is re¬ 
quired for tbe modern war machines, 
for those in tbe air and those on the 
sea. and those under tha sea's sur¬ 
face it la needed, too. In motor-car 
service—hot so much In ordinary 
transport service, for motor bus lines 
In till cltlrfb no longer runj-but for 
the military operations. In which 
motor cars nod trucks piny n large 
part. 80 Germany decided that on 
and after April 1st the hands of the 
German clocks should be advanced an 
hour. Cor tbe purpose of giving an ex 
Ira hour of daylight and saving tbe 
precious oil. The saving of the oil 
In thla way for the summer months 
will. It la estimated, be about five 
mill ion dollars. The German example 
may be helpful to Mr. Willett aad his 
associates In their efforts at the con¬ 
servation of England'f daylight.— 
Journal of Commerce.

excellent at the moment Acetone la 
a by-product of formaldehjde, In pro¬ 
cess of manufacture 
From refined alccnql, formaldehyde 
Is obtained by a further process of 
boating the alcohol and passing tho 
fumes til rough red hot copepr mesti 
and drawing off the gas into arater. 
The formaldehyde of commerce, 
which Is so widely sold fer treating 
seed Is 40 per cent strength 

From time to time come complaints 
from farmers that the formaldehyde 
haa killed their seed rod from others 
that tbs formaldehyde has failed to 
kill the smut An investigation uaa 
almost Invariably revealed. tbe fact 
that these farmers have purchase! 
formaldehyde pul up In .barrels 
It needs to be kept moderately 
warm and If the barrels are kept too 
cold or are subjected to cold when 
being hauled from tbe stations, the 
formaldehyde will polymerise or •be¬ 
come thick and drop to tha bottom 
of the barrel Tbe barrels are tapped 
from the bottom so tbe man who gets 
the first out of the barrel has for¬ 
maldehyde ovsrstrength and the man 
who gats the last lure little but water. 

If formaldehyde is purchased from 
barrels it la ver/ essential to make 
certain that It to kept well shaken up 
and has not been subjected to too 
much oold If It runs at all thick and 
looks In the least milky It Is too 
strong. It should be as clear as water 
(Sconce H. Clark, seed commissioner 
for Canada, urges that fanners de¬ 
mand their formaldehyde In bottles or 
stone Jugs of 1. 3 and 6 pounds In this 
way they can easily shake it vigor¬ 
ously before using and make certain 
that it Is properly mixed 

Formaldehyde sfould never be car¬ 
ried In metal cans or palls as tho 
metal affects It to sfime extent. 

This yerr tho makers end shippers 
of formaldehyde gre receiving mater 
tal help from the railways. Formalde¬ 
hyde has alwaye been shipped In heat¬ 
ed cars, where It waa a carlot order, 
but this season the railways are ship¬ 
ping heatsd—cars as "way freight.” 
Thus a car of formaldehyde will be 
delivered, so many barrels, bottles or 
Jugs, at almost every small station 
along a given line. This means that 
the local dealer la receiving his sup¬ 
plies under perfect conditions aud the 
farmer. If he sticks to the bottles and 
Jugs, will get his tho same way".— 
JAirnal of Commerce.

It has 
all but overflown tho South famous 
for cheer and good fellowship. * It to 
breaking over the far west, where 
personal liberty and selfIndulgence 
have been almost matters of creed 

The irresistible *uah behind the 
wave is economic. The organisation 
of business and Industry, having real¬ 
ized the eternal truth that self-in¬ 
dulgence saps human force and low¬ 
ers efficiency, brings its powerful In¬ 
fluence to bear The Instinct pf the 
hither Intelligence that self-denial Is 
the Inspiration of achievement has ex¬ 
panded to kind compulsion for tho 
lower More and more personal lib¬ 
erty for self is being sacrificed to up¬ 
lifting restraint for others 

The dark oppression of a labor 
body of low will power and strong 
passions has brought prohibition to 
the South, to raise the standard of 
performance and iheck the excesses 
ct appetite Its spiritual force if 
succeeding, where the brutal ven¬ 
geance of lynch law and convict 
labor failed. 

The organisation of the mineral 
wealth of iha West Into Industry has 
brought home the economic value of 
prohibition there. Colorado and Ari¬ 
sons have put It Into law. Montana 
and Idaho are likely to do so, while 
Utah In stopped temporarily by the 
governor's veto, l/us of self-control 
and efficiency spells danger to life | 
end property In minings as plainly as 
In Southern planting. 

The American Copper Company ex¬ 
cludes drinking from Its mines and 
discourages It In homes. Accident 
records varied directly in percentages 
with the partial or complete closing 
of saloons In Butte during the six 1 
months of experimenting last year. ;

With better' 
organization of every kind of Indus 
try under more urgent competition 
or efficiency, prohibition will overrun 
the country, na it has overrun Europe 
In the stress of war.—Minneapolis

Saskatchewan Department of Agrk 
culture Assists tha Dairy 
Farmer 

A circular haa been issued from the 
dairy branch of the Saskatchewan 
department of agriculture calling the 
attention of the dairy fanner to the 
facilities for marketing Ills produce 
afforded by the operation of this de¬ 
partment. The government, upon the 
completion of arn ngemcrits, lakes 
over all business management of 
creamery companies, tnd experience 
has shown that the profits of dairy 
farming when the co-operation of the 
government has been secured hare 
«eo very niaurlsHy Increased 

Tbe growth of ihb movement since 
Its Inauguration In 1907 Is sufficient 
indication of the fact that its opera 
tton has bean beneficial to tbe dairy 
producers. Taking first he six dairy 
producers. In 1907. 213 farmers sent 
In 96.249 pounds of butter. Each year 
a substantial Increase has been regls 
tered, until in 1914- the number of 
farmers had reached 3.925. who sent 
In between them 1.191,330 pounds of 
butter for sale. In the six winter 
months of 1907-09, 113 farpiera sent in 
21.699 pounds of butter. In 1913 14, 
1,977 farmers sent In 237.600 pounds 

The conditions upon which the gov¬ 
ernment will enter Into arrangements 
for the marketing of butter are aa 
follows:^ 

l*pon agreement between .Che 
creamery company and the govern¬ 
ment. the latter will assume the en¬ 
tire management of the creamery. 
This Includes engaging the manager, 
buying supplies, selling tbe butter, 
making collections therefor, keeping 
the books and ma! Ing the pa>ments 
to the farmers for the cream deliver¬ 
ed to the company. 

Advance payments approximating 
90 per cent, of the value of the pro¬ 
duct are made regularly twice a 
month to the farmers From the re¬ 
maining 20 per rent the actual cost 
of operating Is deducted and the bal¬ 
ance, If any. forwarded to the patrons 
at the end of tbe .ear as a final pay¬ 
ment. By thl* means the farmers re¬ 
ceive the entire benefit arising oat of 
the large volume of business, econom¬ 
ical management or any advance in 
the butter market. 

Express charges on cream ship 
ments by rail to government operated 
creameries are paid by the govern¬ 
ment. In other words, all shippers 
get free transportation for their 
cream and a farmer one hundred 
miles distant from the creamy has 
sggry advantage enjoyed by the farm¬ 
er living In the immediate vicinity 
of tbe creamery.

Banker and Farmer Future of India 


A Strong Pisa Made For a Better Un 
derstanding 

Why is there not a belter under¬ 
standing between agriculture and fin 
sues, between farmer and banker .’ it 
la commonly known that a v>ry mis 
percentage of the credit secured- b> 
the farmers Is obtained from the local 
bank. The farmer secures his credit 
from (he local merchant, implement 
agent or lumberman, these retail men 
in turn get their credit from tbe 
wholesaler and manufacturer, and 
they rrom the banker J-’or res. 
money ths farmer goes to the loan 
company. This is ail common know 
ledge Why ihould It bs thus? With 
the banks represerted In every small 
tqwn through ths country, it would be 
supposed that a large part of their 
business would be to handle farmers' 
accounts, and they do handle some, 
out Oh the whole, toe fanner and 
banker are entirely out of sympathy 
with one anothe-' 

The high rate o.* interest charged, 
and the extreme cautloi with which 
credit lias been given has been the 
cause of tbe farm. »s* unfriendly sttl- 
rode. This attitude has teen war¬ 
ranted. undoubtedly. In some roses, 
but not always. Tbe farmers as wall 
as other classes have tried to become 
wealthy by buying and borrowing, and 
the bankers have done wel! lo be 
chary in advancing credit In a good 
many places. Even as It Is they have 
s neat percentage of bad accounts, ln 
many s rase It would have been wls> 
to have heeded ths warning or the 
bank that credit had been drawn to 
the limit, and have retrenched instead 
of obtaining It through other sources 
Had the farmer end banker known 
each other better tbe buying and bor 
Cowing game would not have been car 
rled so far. In this connection tbe 
banka and bankers must shoulder 
much of the blame Too often the 
local managers ito not know agrlcul 
lure, and consemently do not gel In 
clots touch w ItrHke farmers of the i 
district and know thslr financial I 
standing There has also been a tend 
enry to change branch ba ik managers 
Jn the country so frequently that they 
have not time to know the funner* or 
thetr standing. Ths rtsult has been 
tlie farmers, outside of the few lead¬ 
ers In the community, look to the t* 
tail mrti of the town for their credit, 
and have been encouraged to extend It 
beyond all reason, and to that point 
where the let-n crop of last year left 
the farmer with bln assets turned to 
liabilities, in too many cases. 

Ws cannot go back and correct mis 
takes made in boom years. In any 
rase, the credit must bs curtailed, 
but the bankers must revise their 
system, to that extOnt that their 
branch managers «oms more closely 
In touch and sympathy with farmers, 
and they must cheapen their methods 
of handling money thnt s more rea 
sonable rate of Interest can bs givaa 
on loans. We do not suggest an altar 
native If this is not done, but the 
move In SnsksK hewan towards s co 
operative system of loans and ths ea 
tabllahment of an agricultural bank! 
Indicates that the farmers art In earn¬ 
est in thair demam. for better terms 
of credit -Farmers’ Advocate.

In speaking on the "flabby 
emotion hnmanituianism," the 
Grrman War Book has the follow¬ 
ing: 

"Moreover, the officer is a child 
of his time. Ha is a subject to the 
intellectual tendencies which in¬ 
fluence his own nation; the more 
educated he is, the more tbit 
will be the case. The danger that, 
ia this wav, ha will arrive at false 
views about the essential character 
of war moat not be lost sight of. 
The danger can only be met by a 
thorough study of war itself. By 
steeping himself in military history 
an officer will be able to guard 
himself against excessive human¬ 
itarian notions, it will teach him 
that certain severities are inde- 
spensiblc to war, nay more, that 
the only trne humanity very often 
ties In t ruthless application of 
them.” 

The "German War Book," issu- 
ed by the general staff of the Ger¬ 
man Army for the guidance of the 
German officers, is a remarkable 
volume, full of advice to budding 
young German commanders, the 
result of which we have seen since 
the war began. The passage 
quoted above is not by il«elf; there 
are dozens of others of a similar 
nature, but the paragraph dealing 
with humanitarian notions is in¬ 
teresting when taken side by aide 
with the assertion that the Cana¬ 
dian troops found one of their 
onmbci crucified.

SERVIA AND TYPHUS 


The silent enemy that is de¬ 
vastating the country of 8ervia haa 
reached such alarming proportions 
that the government baa decided 
to take drastic action in the matter.

them. But a comparison to-day 
tends to show that the question of 
munitions did not altQgcthct escape 
her consideration. 

As far as is known the German 
army is well equipped Svith the 
necessary munitions, for a time at 
least, at any rate for as long as 
she thought the war would last. 
She must have had a tremendous 
reserve of this kind of thing. 

But taking the* Allies, Great 
Britain in particular, the great 
appeal to the workmen to day is 
for munitions and still for muni¬ 
tions. Lloyd George has said that 
the output since September has 
risen to great figures in excess of 
the manufacture at that time, but 
the call is for a greater output. 

Sir John French calls for more 
munitions; he wants "to go on 
pounding the enemy regardless ot 
the expense or of the number of 
shells I use, because by so doing I 
am saving the lives of our gallant 
men." Admiral Jellicoe has also 
made a recent utterance to the 
same effect, saying that the delay I 
in this ahd in the attention to re 
pairs is holding bis hand back and 
be finds it impossible to do all he 
would.

No War Without Copper 


This Metal in Some Degree In Nearly 
AII War Material ' 

This has been called a gold waf; 1 
and so It Is In a- te-sa. But It .» 
even more emphatically a copepr one. 
Cut off tbe supply of copper, and 
sooner or later nowadays a war comes 
to an end 

This Is because the red metaT^an- 
ten into tbe composition. In a great 
er or leas degree, of nearly all the 
mnnltlona of war. Take, for Instance, 
projectiles from big guns. Round the 
base of each one of these la a band 
of copper, which, when the gun is 
fired, expands and grips the Interior 
rifling of the weapon, causing the pro¬ 
jectile to rotate. 

It also serves another, and a very 
important purpose. By its expansion 
at the very moment tha charge Ig¬ 
nites. the explosive gases are held 
In check, as It were, tud forced to ex¬ 
pend all but a tiny fract.on of their 
energy in driving tho projectile 
through tbe bore o' the piece. 

If Germany merely wanted 
enough copper to ena’J?* her to make 
these bands for her big gun projec¬ 
tiles. she could probably supply the 
demand within her own borders—she 
■produces about 26,00j lot-i per an¬ 
num, or at all eve. Is, she would be 
able to smuggle In enough from pro¬ 
fessedly neutral neighbors. But there 
are other demands for the metal 
which are far mors 'nslstent. and not¬ 
ably that In connection vlth small 
arm ammunition, that la to aay. rifle 
cartridges 

These are made of solid drawn 
brass; no other subktance will do, 
because all others vre liable to Jam 
In the barrel. No:, ordinary brass 
contains three parts of o. per to two 
of zinc, but the fine brass from which 
cartridges are made conolsts of three 
parts of copper and only one of xlnc- 

Experts state tua thirteen Iona of 
copper are required for a million 
rounds of small-arm ammunition. 
Consequently evo«*y cartridge con¬ 
tains rather less than half an ounce 
of copper. One has only to bear 
these facts In mind, and to remember 
also that It has been computed that 
on an average about thirty millions 
of cartridges are being fired kway 
dally In the various iheatres of the 
war. to realise how absolutely vital 
It Is to Germany that her Imports of 
copper should not be materially in¬ 
terfered with. 1 

But thla Is what la happening The 
British fleet commands the seas, and 
copper baa been declared to b* contra¬ 
band nf war. One resu't of that la 
that the German government la now 
offering tbe huge price ot $600 a ton 
for the metal, the price in England 
being somewhere about $286 a ton. 
while in America the price la even 
lower. The bulk of the copper comes 
smuggled Into Germany from pro¬ 
fessedly neutral countries, whither It 
la carried by skippers armed with 
false bills of lading and faked mani¬ 
fests.

tude 60 degrees uorth of the Ottawa 
Islands Looking from the hilltop* of 
the main island over sweeps of val¬ 
ley and rise one got an impression 
of highly cultivated areaa, but that was 
due to the green moss and grass that 
covered almost everything."
